

Sports dubs set to 
cash in on funding 


SPORTS projects in Honiton are set to be handed 
a financial boost worth £50,000, after funding 
was made available by East Devon District 
Council to provide new facilities. 

Community groups and sports clubs were asked to 
come forward with their suggestions for how the 
money could be spent, and Honiton Town Council has 
now narrowed the initial list of ten proposals down to 
three. 

The proposed projects, which were due to be ap¬ 
proved at the town council meeting last night (Mon¬ 
day), include: 

# a petanque court to be situated at Mountbatten 
Park Sports and Social Club, at a cost of £14,400; 

# a metal sports wall containing netball and basket¬ 
ball facilities at Allhallows playing field, at a cost of 
£15,000; 

# and a permanent safety barrier to be constructed 
around one of the rugby pitches, also at Allhallows - 
the club has requested £22,500. 

The proposals were due to be put to a public vote, 
but the total cost of the projects amounts to just under 
the £50,000 allocation, so all three are set to go ahead. 

Mayor of Honiton, Councillor David Foster, said: 
“Sports facilities is something that the town has lacked 
massively for some time, and has been identified by 
many different groups. 

“We are taking a step in the right direction in funding 
these projects and I am confident this will be a sign of 
things to come.” 

Over a period of six months, Honiton Town Council 
worked with the district authority to publicise the 
funding award, and encouraged community groups to 
offer their own ideas for where the money could be 
spent. 

Funding was made available through Section 106 
planning agreements, and will now be put back into 
the community to pay for the suggested sports proj¬ 
ects. 

The work to be carried out at Allhallows will help to 
bring the rugby club’s facilities up to league standards, 
and meet some of the safety requirements outlined by 
the Rugby Football Union ahead of the new season.

Andy Canniford, treasurer at Honiton Rugby Club, 
said: “It is fantastic news for the club - for both the 
junior and senior sections. 


“The junior section is growing year on year and they 
bring a range of people down from the town. 

“The new barrier will enhance wheelchair and dis¬ 
abled access to the pitch, and help to professionalise 
the club in general. We have a five-year development 
plan with an ongoing project to develop the clubhouse, 
and this funding has given us a real boost.”

AXMINSTER 

Parking support 
for town centre 

IT WAS Axminster’s “unique issues” which paved 
the way for an exclusive car park trial approved last 
week, according to chamber of commerce chairman 
Lisa Lyman. 

As expected, East Devon District Council’s Cabinet 
agreed last Wednesday to introduce a £2 maximum 
daily charge in all its pay and display car parks in the 
town after 10am on a trial basis. 

The trial is exclusive to Axminster and the decision 
came after intense lobbying by Axminster Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Chamber chairman Lisa Lyman said: “After attend¬ 
ing discussions between East Devon Chambers of 
Commerce and EDDC, it quickly became apparent to 
us that Axminster has unique issues regarding park¬ 
ing. 

“Axminster businesses are in competition with 
neighbouring towns in West Dorset and South Som¬ 
erset towns, with cheaper parking. 

“As an inland rural town, we have to work much 
harder to encourage people into our town. 

“After discussions with visitors, businesses and 
residents, it was felt that £2 was easy to part with, 
whereas £3 took a little more thought. 

“The exception to this is the Coombe Lane car park 
which will rise by 50p after 10am. 

“In our experience this car park is usually quite full 
by 10am at the £1.50 rate, and with our other three car 
parks being reduced by £1, we do not believe it will be 
much of an issue. 

“We are very hopeful that this trial will encourage 
more people into our town and for them to stay 
longer without the time pressure, and enjoy more of 
what we all work so hard to offer. 

“Now it’s down to statistics - if the revenue goes up, 
we may be able to keep the lower rate.” 

District councillor Iain Chubb, EDDC’s Cabinet 
member for Environment, said: “This scheme is an 
example of EDDC working smarter and engaging 
with communities. 

“We have been working with town representatives 
to find a mutually acceptable way of supporting town 
centre economies. “

My very first trip on a tram 



I MUST have been one of the few fathers living in 
this part of the world who never took their kids for 
a ride on the Seaton Tramway. 

Before I hear cries of “shame on you", let me ex¬ 
plain. When my two daughters were of an age 
when a ride on a tram was considered to be a real 
treat I was working in London. They spent many 
weekends and most holidays visiting me in my 
Docklands flat and enjoyed numerous outings to 
all the big children’s attractions in capital. 

But I was rarely home during that crucial age be¬ 
tween four and 12, and with both of them now 
flown the nest and one living in Melbourne who we 
rarely see, there’s not a day goes by when I don’t 
regret missing their growing up years. 

So last week I made amends. I took my 25-year- 
old Francesca (who works for me as a reporter) on 
the Seaton Tramway - for the very first time. And 
she loved it. So did I. 

Accompanied by my wife Jackie, we took advan¬ 
tage of an invitation to trundle down the Axe Val¬ 
ley for a taster trip with a group from the tourist 
industry. 

It wasn’t the warmest of evenings but it was a 
throughly enjoyable experience. Since launching 
40 years ago (yes, it's that long), the Seaton 


Tramway has established it as one of East Devon’s 
most popular tourist attractions, carrying more 
than 80,000 passengers every year on their fleet 
of trams through the Axe Estuary Wetlands to 
Colyton. 

Stopping on the way to visit the depot where all 
the trams are repaired and maintained, the driver 
kept us amused with a humorous commentary on 
what we should be looking out for and when we got 
to Colyton we were treated to an excellent buffet. 
Would-be tram drivers were even given the 
chance to take the controls for a trip up the track. 

“Where you taking me next Dad?” asked 
Francesca when we returned to Seaton. 

“Crealy? Pecorama? Beer Quarry Caves? The 
Donkey Sanctuary? 

It’s going to be a hectic summer!

COLYTON Grammar School is set to go ahead with a 
full refurbishment of its Cottrill Hall after receiving 
a £1.24million government grant for the work. 

The school has won an Academies Capital Mainte¬ 
nance Fund grant from the government’s Education 
Funding Agency to completely refurbish its main 
hall. 

This will allow for the leaking roof to be replaced, 
new toilets, heating and lighting to be improved, and 
floor space to be increased by 20 per cent. Addition¬ 
ally, old changing rooms will be demolished and re¬ 
placed with a new building to form a backstage 
green room, toilets and storage. 

The hall will also have a new foyer, a small refresh¬ 
ments servery for public events, a new lighting 
gallery and 200 roll-out seats, making it easier to 
watch and put on productions. 

SEATON 

Top job 
for Jim 

SEATON Coastal county 
councillor Jim Knight is 
set to become the au¬ 
thority’s vice-chairman. 
Devon County Council 
meets on Thursday and 
one of the agenda items 
is the appointment of 
vice-chairman. 

Councillor Knight 
(Conservative) is the 
only nominee at the time 
of writing and is ex¬ 
pected to be appointed. 

His involvement with 
local government 
started when he joined 
Seaton Town Council in 
1991. In 1997 he was 
made Seaton mayor, a 
post he held for two 
years. 

He eventually left the 
town council after 21 
years, but also serves as 
an East Devon District 
councillor. 



OTTERY residents have vowed to continue the fight 
against housing development, after the latest attempt 
to build new homes in the town was put before coun¬ 
cillors. 

Peninsula Properties has applied for planning per¬ 
mission to build six houses at the Pump House site off 
Chineway Road, but there are deep concerns about 
flooding and access to the site from the main road. 

Around 20 members of the public packed the council 
chamber on Tuesday evening of last week (May 6th) 
to protest against the development, which was de¬ 
scribed by one resident as ‘ ‘an accident waiting to hap¬ 
pen”. 

Twenty three letters of objection were sent to the 
town council ahead of Tuesday’s planning committee 
meeting, and residents say they have now “had 
enough” of major housing developments which are 
spoiling the rural environment of the town. 

Speaking at the meeting, Ottery resident Pete 
Williams said: “Everywhere we look there are houses 
- we do not need another six of them. 

“Ottery is a rural environment. If we do not keep it as 
a rural environment we will not have an environment 
to be rural in. 

“The people of Ottery have had enough of new 
houses. We do not need them. Let’s put a stop to it.” 


SIDMOUTH 

Solar farm 
plans stalled 

PLANS for a large-scale solar farm to be built outside 
Sidbury have been stalled, after planning chiefs de¬ 
cided to make a further inspection of the site before 
reaching a final decision. 

The application, submitted by energy firm Lumicity 
Ltd, proposes to install around 30,000 solar panels 
and other associated buildings on land at East Hill 
Strips, over a period of 25 years. 

It is predicted that the development, which spans 
more than 18 hectares, would be sufficient to provide 
the annual electricity needs of 1,680 households and 
would save almost 4,000 tonnes of carbon dioxide 
otherwise generated through burning fossil fuels. 

Initial plans were thrown out last year, but modifi¬ 
cations made in the latest application are still caus¬ 
ing controversy, with campaign group Natural 
England particularly concerned about the impact of 
such a large development being built on an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB). 

Members of East Devon District Council’s develop¬ 
ment management committee met to discuss the 
application on Thursday of last week (May 8th), and 
despite being advised in a report to refuse it, coun¬ 
cillors agreed to inspect the site again. 

Councillor Chris Wale, East Devon District Council¬ 
lor for the Sidmouth Rural ward, said sustainable de¬ 
velopments such as these were vital in order to help 
solve the current “energy crisis”.

Heathfield housing 
plans thrown out 


PLANS to build 147 new homes on 
the edge of Honiton at Heathfield 
have been thrown out by district 
councillors. 

Gleeson Developments Ltd had 
submitted an application to East 
Devon District Council to build on 
land east of Hayne Lane, but coun¬ 
cillors this week refused the pro¬ 
posals on sustainability grounds. 

The scale and layout of the pro¬ 
posed development were also 
deemed to spoil the character and 
appearance of the landscape, 
which is registered as an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty 
(AONB). 

The application, submitted in No¬ 
vember last year, proposed to build 
a residential development of up to 
147 homes on the land, with a new 
vehicle access point from Sidmouth 
Road and Honeysuckle Drive, and 
further pedestrian, cycle and 
emergency access routes also 
specified. 

But a report published this week 
refused to grant permission for the 
work to go ahead.

The report said: “The National 
Planning Policy Framework indi¬ 
cates that major developments in 
designated landscape areas (in¬ 
cluding Areas of Outstanding Nat¬ 
ural Beauty) should only be granted 
in exceptional circumstances whe¬ 
re there is a public benefit. 

“And the unsuitable and unsus¬ 
tainable location of the develop¬ 
ment is not considered to be 
outweighed by the need for more 
housing to reduce the council's lack 
of an up-to-date five-year land 
supply. 

“The proposed residential devel¬ 
opment would have a detrimental 
impact upon the character and ap¬ 
pearance of the East Devon AONB 
and would not assimilate well into 
its surroundings, differing signifi¬ 
cantly from the existing sporadic 
nature of the landscaping. 

“The proposal would therefore fail 
to preserve the special qualities of 
the area." 


The decision comes just weeks 
after the council’s development 
management committee approved 
a 300-home development to the 
west of Hayne Lane, near to the 
Heathfield site. 

And Mike Allen, East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Councillor for the Honiton St 
Michael’s ward, praised the work of 
residents for their campaign 
against the development. 

He said: “I am delighted with the 
decision. 

“It is all down to the good work 
that residents of the Heathfield es¬ 
tate and Gittisham have put in to 
explain their reasons why it should 
not proceed. 

“One of their studies showed that 
cars coming down the Sidmouth 
Road are travelling at an average 
speed of 45mph, and that would 
have been very worrying for resi¬ 
dents. 

“Tbey have done a fabulous job 
presenting all the right information 
and planners have agreed with 
them that the development is not 
appropriate.” 


Jim’s flying high with world record 


AVIATOR and flying instructor Jim 
Greenshields went up and down 
like a yo-yo when he, in all likeli¬ 
hood, set a Guinness World 
Record at Dunkeswell on May 3rd. 

Jim Greenshields flew 43 aero¬ 
planes solo from Dunkeswell 
Aerodrome to an altitude of 
2,000ft and back to set the 
record, which is subject to confir¬ 
mation from Guinness. 

He did so to raise money for 
Make-a-Wish Foundation UK, 
which arranges memorable 
events and outings for children 
and young people with life- 
threatening conditions. 

Starting at 5:30am, it took him 
13 hours to complete the attempt. 
He is very grateful to his sponsors 
and said: “I would like to thank all 
the aircraft owners who donated 
their planes for the day, and par¬ 
ticularly the ground crew without 
whose help it could not have been 
done. 

“The aircraft ranged from a vin¬ 
tage Tiger Moth biplane, WWII 
spotter planes and a WWI fighter 
replica to modern fast glassfibre 
aircraft. 

“We could have flown more but 


we simply ran out of aeroplanes, 
so maybe next year?” 

Jim, from Dunkeswell, didn't 
have to beat a set number of 
flights as nobody has attempted 
this kind of record before. 

He explained: “It’s the first time 


anyone has done it as far as we 
know and as far as Guinness are 
concerned, so we have set the 
record.”

Cinema set for Beehive 


HONITON Community Cinema is to 
hold screenings in the Beehive from 
July, with new equipment soon to be 
provided to support events. 

The society will screen three films 
at the Beehive during July and Au¬ 
gust, with a view to moving in per¬ 
manently later in the year. 

Beehive company directors con¬ 
firmed this week that the cinema’s 
current programme will run until the 
new equipment is acquired, after 
which point more regular screenings 
will be introduced together with live 


streaming. Hi-tech equipment, cost¬ 
ing around £30,000, is being lined up 
to enable the society to stream live 
broadcasts, and organisers hope the 
move will attract more visitors to 
their events. 

Councillor Peter Corke, chairman 
of the cinema committee, said: “We 
will be screening three films at the 
Beehive over the summer and we 
will see what happens after that, but 
we certainly want to make the move. 

“Almost 200 people turned out for 
our recent screening of ‘Philomena’ 


but the Beehive is a 300-seat theatre 
and we would hope to get a few more 
visitors than usual.

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Library plans could hit older people 


PROPOSED changes to library services 
across Devon are “Orwellian” and cannot 
be understood by older people, an executive 
member for Honiton Senior Voice has said. 

Devon County Council has outlined plans 
to reduce the number of libraries by around 
half across the county, with larger build¬ 
ings, including Honiton, to be converted 
into ‘DevonCentres’. 

And at a consultation event held at Honi-

ton Library this week, branch secretary 
Tony Simpson told members that the lan¬ 
guage used in the council’s proposals had 
confused residents and glossed over the re¬ 
ality of “savage” cuts. 

Mr Simpson said: “The way these plans 
are expressed is like Orwell’s ‘Ministry of 
Truth’. It very often means the opposite of 


what is said and makes it difficult for peo¬ 
ple to understand, let alone resist what are 
actually savage cuts in library services. 

“We do not blame management for the 
cuts - they’re only doing what they’re told. 
But even the name ‘library’ is being 
changed to ‘Devon Centre’ in Honiton and 
14 other towns.” 

Under the proposals, which are up for 
consultation until July, library space would 


be shared with other services, with running 
costs reduced at smaller libraries, where 
communities would be asked to take on 
more responsibility for providing services. 

Alternatives to the mobile library facili¬ 
ties are also to be looked at, which could 
see more people coming into Honiton to 
make use of a range of services. 

Mr Simpson added: “Twenty eight branch 
libraries are basically being cut or handed 


over to volunteers and business sponsors. 
And using the language of ‘developing out¬ 
reach’ , mobile libraries will be cut and hun¬ 
dreds of users, including many older 
people, will no longer have this service.” 

A public consultation on the proposed 
changes lasts until July 17th and comments 
can be made on Devon County Council’s 
‘Tough Choices’ web site at www.devon. 
gov.uk/libraryreview 


Pub extension plans given go ahead 


PLANS to extend the beer gar¬ 
den at The Star Inn pub in New 
Street have been given the go 
ahead by district council plan¬ 
ning chiefs. 

JD Wetherspoon, which owns 
the pub, has been granted per¬ 


mission to demolish the exist¬ 
ing warehouse, adjacent to Fair- 
field House in Jerrard Close, in 
order to accommodate the ex¬ 
tension of the beer garden and 
an outside storage area. 

There were no objections to 


the application from environ¬ 
mental health officers or the 
county highways authority, and 
members of East Devon District 
Council’s Development Man¬ 
agement Committee approved 
the plans on Tuesday. 

Councillor Mike Allen, EDDC 
ward member for Honiton St 
Michael’s, had previously raised 
concerns that the size of the 
development was “out of keep¬ 
ing” with the area and required 
close inspection. 

And Honiton Town Council had 
requested that public access to 
the beer garden be restricted 
from the King Street car park. 

But members approved the 
application after a report rec¬ 
ommended that the plans 
would “add to the level of vital¬ 
ity” in the town centre.

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Funding boost for 
community boxes 


MORE than £12,000 has been 
granted to Honiton Town Council 
to help provide new equipment for 
local community groups. 

Following the council’s success¬ 
ful bid, financial support will be 
provided from the Parishes To¬ 
gether Fund - a grants scheme or¬ 
ganised by East Devon District 
Council and Devon County Coun¬ 
cil to reward community projects 
across the county.

Parking concession 


BEER traders have won a conces¬ 
sion from East Devon District 
Council over the plan to impose 24 
hours parking charges in the cen¬ 
tral long stay car park. 

Following talks between district 
councillor Geoff Pook and EDDC 
officials, a compromise has been 
offered which received over¬ 
whelming support from Beer 
Parish Council. 

“East Devon have suggested we 
have a number of spaces in the 
central car park designated for 
short stay in the day and then free 
in the evenings,” said Councillor 
Pook. 

“That would help the traders as 
people coming into Beer in the day 
for a few hours would have some¬ 
where to park plus in the evening 
free parking for visitors to the local 
restaurants and alike. I think it 
would be a good solution.”

Councillor Pook explained that 
around 33 places would be made 
available in the central long stay 
cark park - which has a capacity 
for around 225 vehicles - in addi¬ 
tion to ten places in the Beach 
Court car park which has recently 
been taken over by the district 
council and in which permit holders 
will not be allowed to park. 

Parish councillors also suggested 
that the short stay bays should be 
provided along the left hand side of 
the central car park leading up to¬ 
wards the surgery and that they 
should be clearly marked to avoid 
any confusion. 

“It would certainly help solve the 
evening problem,” said Councillor 
Mike Green. 

Councillor Pook said there was a 


balance to be struck between pro¬ 
viding long and short stay parking 
and he felt the district council offi¬ 
cials had reacted positively to com¬ 
plaints from Beer traders, who had 
feared that 24 hour parking 
charges would discourage visitors 
from coming to the village to use 
the restaurants and pubs in the 
evening. 

Previously visitors to Beer in the 
evening could take advantage of 
free parking in the main village car 
park from 6pm until 8am, but under 
new charges imposed last month 
they face charges of 50 pence per 
30 minutes or £6 for 24 hours. The 
new short-term charge looks set 
to be £3 for four hours. 

“There will now be 43 free places 
free for parking at night time and I 
think that should keep the traders 
happy,” added Councillor Pook.

Clinical Hypnosis and 
Cognitive behavioural therapy 
(CBT) are common treatments for 
stress and anxiety disorders and 
can be very effective in changing 
thinking and responses. 

In contrast with CBT and in may 
ways very similar to Hypnosis 
Mindfulness and mindfulness- 
based therapies (MBTs) seek to 
change the relationship between 
the anxious person and his or her 
thoughts. 

In mindfulness, the person focuses 
on the bodily sensations that arise 
when anxious. Instead of avoiding 


or withdrawing from these feel¬ 
ings, the focus is on remaining 
present and fully experiences the 
symptoms of anxiety. Instead of 
avoiding distressing 
thoughts, opening up 
to them in an effort 
to accept that they 
are not literally true, 
just ideas and imag¬ 
inings often related 
to the past or future 
events but no less 
unreal in the present. 

By remaining pres¬ 
ent in the moment 
aware of the breath 
and the body, indi¬ 
viduals can learn 
that the anxiety they 
experience is merely 
a reaction to 
thoughts. By posi¬ 
tively responding to 
threatening events 
instead of being re¬ 


active they can overcome an mis¬ 
taken stress fight-or-flight re¬ 
sponse, and take control of their 
life.

Tales of a truant officer for 
Axminster Probus members 


TALKING to Axminster Probus Club 
members at their May meeting on the sub¬ 
ject “The Life a Truant Officer”, Marian 
Scott said that the requirement for the job 
was to have common sense and a sense of 
humour. 

She told members that there were many 
and varied excuses for absence, some lu¬ 
dicrous, some requiring sympathy and 
many for totally unacceptable reasons. 
With a catchment area in the poorest parts 
of Leeds, it was not surprising that feck¬ 
less parents and lack of self-esteem af¬ 
fected the children. 

Even so, it was a source of pride to Mar¬ 
ian that some of these had their lives 
transformed due to her efforts - although 
many were beyond redemption. 

The Education Act of 1880 had intro¬ 
duced the concept of compulsory educa¬ 
tion, but only up to the age of 10. That 
was subsequently altered to 12. Both par¬ 
ent and child could be taken to court for 
non-attendance and the child could be 
taken into care. 

When Marian took up her position, the 
truant officer had considerable power and 
was able to authorise meals, clothing and 
transport where appropriate. In 1988 the 


system changed and truant officers were 
assimilated into the social services. 

That restricted their scope and truancy 
increased. Children now knew their rights 
and were not slow to voice them! Families 
on benefits could be taken to court and 
fined but that was useless since the fines 
were invariably waived. 

“Auntie Marian” to the children, she 
nevertheless showed authority with sym¬ 
pathy which won her many friends in a 
tough neighbourhood. Towards the end of 
her talk she gave some anecdotal ac¬ 
counts, some humorous and some full of 
pathos, the latter reducing members to 
awed silence. The huge difficulty facing 
truant officers was clear but sometimes 
there were success stories and it was good 
to know that dedicated people like Mrs 
Scott were there to enable them.

RNLI talk on statistics 
and new lifeboat arrival 


THE guest speaker at Honiton 
Probus Club's latest meeting was 
Brian Cole, honorary speaker for the 
Royal National Lifeboat Institution 
who both entertained and educated 
members with a slideshow. 

To summarise, the RNLI is the 
charity that saves lives at sea. Their 
volunteers provide a 24-hour search 
and rescue service in the UK and 
Republic of Ireland from 237 lifeboat 
stations. 

Additionally, it has more than 1,000 
lifeguards on over 200 beaches 
around the UK and operates a spe¬ 
cialist flood rescue team, which can 
respond anywhere across the UK 
and Ireland when inland flooding 
puts lives at risk. 

The RNLI relies on public donations 
and legacies to maintain its rescue 
service. Since it was founded in 1824 
the lifeboat crews and lifeguards 
have saved at least 140,000 lives. 

Volunteers make up 95 per cent of 


the charity, including 4,600 volun¬ 
teer lifeboat crew members and 
3,000 volunteer shore crew. Addi¬ 
tionally, tens of thousands of other 
dedicated volunteers raise funds 
and awareness, give safety advice, 
and help in our museums, shops and 
offices. 

One of the RNLI's newest class of 
lifeboat, the Shannon, is due to arrive 
at Exmouth lifeboat station on Fri¬ 
day May 9th around 1pm. Named the 
“R and J Welburn", the new boat will 
be accompanied by several others, a 
sight not to be missed.

TONY Simpson, former secretary of Honiton Senior 
Voice, who has researched Juanita Maxwell Phillips’ 
history and been closely involved with a book enti¬ 
tled "Viva Juanita” about her, gave a most interesting 
talk to members of the Seaton & District Men’s 
Probus Club. 

He focussed on Mrs Phillips’ involvement in the 
General Strike, which also gave an in-depth picture 
of how the strike affected East Devon. 

Juanita Maxwell Phillips QBE, 1880-1966, was born 


in Chile and lived there until her family moved to 
London. She became a suffragette and campaigned 
for Mrs Pankhurst, moving to Devon on her marriage 
where she became the trail-blazing Mayor of Honi¬ 
ton 11 times. 

Her interests were wide and her achievements re¬ 
markable - she built her own theatre in Honiton and 
supported a variety of charities, including those for 
disabled children and cancer sufferers. She played 
an active part in the work of the War Office during 


First World War, dealing particularly with the fami¬ 
lies of the fallen soldiers. 

For the General Strike of 1926, Mrs Phillips held a 
powerful position at the Organisation for Mainte¬ 
nance of Supplies, ensuring that food supplies and 
transport were maintained in East Devon. This ex¬ 
perience was utilised in the Second World War when 
she was responsible for issuing identity cards, ration 
books, organising evacuation and co-ordinating the 
work of organisations such as the WRVS and the WI 


in East Devon. 

This was the last formal meeting of Seaton & Dis¬ 
trict Probus Club before the summer break - from 
May to September there will be regular coffee get- 
togethers, informal dining out in Seaton and organ¬ 
ised trips.

Ottery council has acted recklessly 
by disregarding Standing Orders 


■ AS a former Ottery St Mary town councillor, I was 
very disappointed at how the annual parish meeting 
turned from a good-humoured meeting into a fiasco. 

Fike ex-Councillor Fewis, I am shocked by events 
since December but the council’s economy of truth 
cannot disguise the fact that the actions of a small 
group of councillors in December, in pursuing an il¬ 
legitimate course of action, have brought the council 
into disrepute and engendered distrust among resi¬ 
dents - and councillors. 

I have worked with the council and generally found 
them a conscientious and well-led group. I agree with 
the majority of people in Ottery that the council has 
achieved much for the parish over the years, but this 
does not mean that we should ignore this serious fail¬ 
ing which has sadly damaged its good reputation. 

The mayor quoted “that neither side was blameless” 
but I gather that anyone who has read the monitoring 
officer’s full report (no, I was not informed by Coun¬ 
cillor Giles) would likely attribute blame as 95 per 
cent town council and five per cent Councillor Giles. 

The main criticism of Councillor Giles would appear 
that he did not protest strongly enough about the ille¬ 
gitimacy of the additional meeting where the “confi¬ 
dential” meeting with Persimmon was discussed. 


Apparently the monitoring officer says she could not 
consider the actual existence of the Persimmon meet¬ 
ing to be confidential anyway, so does she consider 
that no offence was committed by Councillor Giles? 

The town council, however, acted recklessly by dis¬ 
regarding its own Standing Orders, in an attempt to 
publicly humiliate Councillor Giles. This appeared to 
the public as a “kangaroo court” with the leaders of 
the action having already decided what the punish¬ 
ment should be. 

Fortunately, enough councillors drew the line at im¬ 
posing the proposed sanctions against Councillor 
Giles. As this was considered a serious breach, had 
advice been sought from EDDC? I’m told the moni¬ 
toring officer’s report advised that councils could 
meet developers in private (discretion), not that they 
should (compulsion) - so it is up to councils to be seen 
to act transparently. 

The council would be well-advised to accept the ob¬ 
vious and discontinue any ongoing vindictiveness 
against Councillor Giles so everyone can resume 
doing their best for Ottery.

Young people of Axminster 
deserve high quality facilities 


■ MAFCOFM Reynolds' letter in last week's Pul- 
man's View From about Axminster skatepark deserves 
a response. 

Once it became clear that Cloakham Fawns did not 
have the funds or, to be fair, the will to maintain the 
current skatepark, I was involved in instituting a 
working party to set up a different structure to run and 
improve it. Following Tom Chubb's untimely death, a 
number of his young friends came on board with a 
view to “Fixing Axminster Skatepark” both in his 
memory and for current and future generations of 
young people in the area. 

It soon became clear that a new facility was required, 
rather than just to repair the current one. Following 
extensive research and visiting other parks, it was 
agreed that an all concrete structure was the best so¬ 
lution. 

As part of the due diligence process we looked at all 
potential sites in Axminster, and it was the view of all 
concerned, including youth workers and the police, 
that Cloakham offered the best location. 

We are now in the process of setting up a Charitable 


Incorporated Organisation, which will have its own 
membership, its own trustees (of whom Ian Hall will 
be one) and a management committee. This will lease 
the site from Cloakham Fawn, and will seek funding, 
build and run the skatepark. It will have its own or¬ 
ganisation, safeguarding policy and maintenance 
structure. This has the support of Cloakham Fawns 
management committee. 

I have every confidence that the new skatepark will 
be run properly, and hope to be involved in its ongoing 
life. I know the young people involved, and the wider 
community of skateboarders are in favour of this plan. 

Evidence from all the sites we have visited shows 
that if a facility is up to date and fit for the 21st cen¬ 
tury, those using it respect and “self police” it. The 
young people of Axminster and those not yet bom, de¬ 
serve the high quality facilities, as good if not better 
than their counterparts in Seaton, Honiton and Fyme 
Regis and we will do all in our power to deliver this.

NEW flights linking Exeter to London City Airport 
will provide a “lifeline” for businesses in East 
Devon, a senior councillor has said. 

Airline Flybe announced recently that it would 
start offering flights from Exeter to the capital in 
the autumn and East Devon District Council has 
welcomed the news. 

Responding to the announcement, Councillor 
Ian Thomas, Cabinet Member for Economy, said: 
“This is fantastic news for the company, for the 
local economy and for the new commercial zone 
developing on the fringes of the airport. 

“These new flights will open up an important 
lifeline for businesses in Exeter and East Devon, 
bringing the possibility of easy shuttles between 


the two cities and the promise of more companies 
considering relocation to this area, which is fast 
becoming a magnet for knowledge-based indus¬ 
tries and other commercial operations. 

“As Exeter Science Park and SkyPark start to 
take off, news that business people will be able to 
commute easily three times a day between our 
area and the capital means that the sky’s the limit 
for expanding the economy of East Devon. 

“This is another positive step in support of the 
concept of providing jobs and homes close to each 
other at the western end of the district and near 
to the city of Exeter, which is at the heart of the 
sub-regional economy."

IT could be said that after 
Easter, church news was 
centred on Rome. In short, 

Rome became a place of 
four Popes and two new 
saints and a capacity atten¬ 
dance of over 800,000 is re¬ 
ported. 

Pope John XXIII, 1958- 
63, and Pope John Paul II, 

1958-1963, were declared 
saints by Pope Francis in the 
presence of his predecessor, 

Benedict XVI, who was the 
first Pope to retire in 600 
years. 

The key moment was when Francis recited the Latin for¬ 
mula creating the new saints. The occasion was considered 
to be unique - four popes together - two living and two saints. 
By canonising the two Popes together, Francis performed a 
balancing act that pleased the church’s conservative and lib¬ 
eral wings. Word has come of Roman Catholic bishops ask¬ 
ing for permission to ordain male priests from other churches 
who are now Roman Catholic. 

Back in Britain it might almost appear that the General 
Election of next year has already been called. Our Prime 
Minister has been blamed for “playing politics” to obtain 
support, in making partisan points. Another party has been 
making comments about disestablishment of the Church of 
England. Then Lord Williams of Oystermouth, former Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, feels that Britain is no longer a nation 
of believers and predicted a further decline in the Church of 
England. 

According to an ICM poll of 2,000 people for a national 
newspaper, more than 56 per cent of people in Britain regard 
it still as a Christian country, rising to two thirds with those 
who reserved their public opinion. 

Recently, the religious debate has become more shrill and 
divisive, which feels somewhat less British. Religion plays 
a part in all our lives and there are religious leaders there to 
play a part in times of crisis. All religions should note the 
lines of Matthew in the New Testament, “by their fruits you 
will know them” - and similar advice is given in the Koran 
& Torah. 

A final thought, that Britain accommodates people of all 
faiths or none, and encourages those of all faiths or none. We 
are also reminded that after 1,500 years of Christian values, 
such will not disappear overnight.

World First - Laser Lights as Standard for New Audi R8 LMX 



A NEW limited edition LMX version of the Audi 
R8 will not only be the most powerful roadgoing 
iteration of the super sports car ever made, but will 
also be notable as the first production car to adopt 
laser high beam lighting as standard. The new 
570PS, 198mph R8 LMX will make its UK public 
debut at the Goodwood Festival of Speed and will 
become available to order at the same time priced 
from £160,025 OTR. UK deliveries will begin in 
the autumn. 

The Audi R8 LMX is based on the acclaimed 
V10 plus model with its high-revving, 
midDmounted ten-cyUnder engine, double wish¬ 
bone suspension and ASF (Audi Space Frame) 
aluminium body. It will be available exclusively 
as a coupe with a production run limited to 99 ve¬ 
hicles, and with 540 Nm of torque to complement 
its 570PS output will be capable of rocketing to 


62mph from rest in just 3.4 seconds before topping 
out at 198mph. 

A compact, seven-speed S tronic transmission 
transfers the power to the quattro permanent all¬ 
wheel drive system, which distributes it judi¬ 
ciously to racing-inspired 19-inch, 20-spoke 
wheels shod with tyres with 215mm front and 
305mm rear widths. These conceal carbon-fibre 
ceramic brake discs with red anodised calipers 
measuring 380 mm in diameter at the front. 

The light emitted by laser beams before they 
pass through a phosphor converter is blue, and this 
has inspired an Audi exclusive Ara Blue, crystal 
effect customised paint finish for the new R8 
LMX. If preferred, it can also be ordered with 
Daytona Grey matt effect or Mythos Black, metal¬ 
lic paint finishes. 

The new flagship model is also marked out by a 


large, fixed rear spoiler for increased downforce 
on the rear axle, and by additional use of carbon 
fibre-reinforced polymer (CFRP) for the front 
spoiler lip, side flics, engine compartment cover, 
exterior mirror housings, sideblades, rear wing and 
diffuser. The Singleframe grille and front air in¬ 
takes and the outlet grille at the rear are finished 
in titanium grey, while the sports exhaust system 
features high-gloss black tailpipes. 

Blue accents continue the theme in the interior 
with its bucket seats upholstered in Fine Nappa 
leather and finished with Sepang Blue diamond 
stitching and backrest covers in Ara Blue. Sepang 
Blue diamond stitching also adds contrast in the 
Alcantara headlining and black Fine Nappa leather 
door trim panels, and the colour is also sewn into 
the edges of the parking brake lever, centre tunnel 
console, steering wheel and instrument cowl. 

The list of subtle details marking out this exclu¬ 
sive model also includes matt carbon covers for 
the centre tunnel console and parking brake lever, 
the inlays in the doors and the arc around the cock¬ 
pit, and illuminated aluminium inlays bearing the 
limited-edition number integrated into the CFRP 
door sill trims. Fine Nappa leather adorns the se¬ 
lector lever for the S tronic and the knee pads, and 
the floor mats have black piping and Sepang Blue 
stitching. 

Revolutionary laser high beam lighting 

In 2008, the Audi R8 became the first production 
car in the world to feature all-LED headlights; this 
was followed in 2012 by dynamic indicators with 
a unique sweeping action. Audi launched a new 
chapter in automotive lighting with the Matrix 
LED headlights, which debuted in the updated A8 
in 2013. Now the brand with the four rings is pro¬ 
gressing to the next stage in the R8 LMX: the laser 
spot for the high beams. It increases the illumina¬ 
tion range substantially, which is ideal for a super¬ 


car like the R8 LMX. 

Audi engineers work very closely with their rac¬ 
ing colleagues on the development of lighting 
technologies. The combination of LED and laser 
high beams, for example, will be used for the first 
time on the new Audi R18 e-tron quattro at the 24 
Hours of Le Mans on June 14 and 15. The pre¬ 
mium brand is thus continuing its tradition of 
using racing to test new technologies destined for 
production. 

“Audi has long dominated the most important 
24-hour race. In addition to the outstanding TDI 
drive technology, a maximum fight yield gives our 
pilots a major advantage, and with night racing in 
particular is a key factor to our success,” says Prof. 
Dr. Ulrich Hackenberg. “The transfer of the laser 
headlight to the Audi R8 LMX underscores our 
leading position in fighting technology. The safety 
benefit this provides to the customer truly repre¬ 


sents Vorsprung durch Technik,” says AUDI AG’s 
Board Member for Development. 

With the new laser high beams, one laser module 
per headlight generates a cone of fight with twice 
the range of the all-LED headlight. Each module 
comprises four high-power laser diodes. With a di¬ 
ameter of just 300 micrometers, these generate a 
blue laser beam with a wavelength of 450 
nanometers. A phosphor converter transforms this 
into roadworthy white fight with a colour temper¬ 
ature of 5,500 Kelvin - ideal conditions for the 
human eye that enable the driver to recognise con¬ 
trast more easily and help prevent fatigue. The 
laser spot, which is active at speeds of 37mph and 
above, supplements the LED high beam in the R8 
LMX and greatly enhances visibility and safety. 
An intelligent camera-based sensor system detects 
other road users and actively adjusts the fight pat¬ 
tern to avoid dazzle. 



Pothole Compensation Claims rise by 
up to 750% as Potholes.co.uk unveils 
New Warning Sign 


COUNCILS in the areas worst hit by the winter storms 
are now facing a different kind of flood - a rising swell 
of automotive compensation claims - according to cam¬ 
paign website, Potholes.co.uk. 

While homeowners seek compensation for damage to 
their houses, road users are also demanding remuneration 
for car axle, wheel and suspension faults caused by pot- 
hole-ridden stretches of saturated roads. 

In one county - deluged Somerset - claims spiked at 
204 in January / February from just 24 in November / De¬ 
cember, a massive 750% increase in cases. 

The same worrying trend has been spotted in some of 
the other regions worst hit by flooding at the start of this 
year. Surrey County Council reported a 353% increase 
and admitted that an “unprecedented number of claims” 
meant that there was still a backlog of claims waiting to 
go on to the system, meaning the statistics will only get 
worse. 

In Dorset, one of the worst hit flood areas, the County 
Council saw claims for pothole damage increase from 85 
in November/December to 193 in January/February - up 
127%. In January the county experienced up to 290mm 
of rain in some areas - almost three times the average ex¬ 
pected at that time of year. 

Worcester floods hit record levels in February and 
claims to the County Council also rose 400% from 25 in 
November/December to 125 in January/February. 

To draw attention to the ongoing problem with the 
crumbling roads, Potholes.co.uk has unveiled a new de¬ 
sign for temporary signage that could be adopted to warn 
motorists and other road users about pothole-ridden 
stretches of road. 

Pothole damage to cars in the UK creates an estimated 
annual repair bill of £730million and continues to in¬ 
crease each year, according to research by Potholes.co.uk 
and Warranty Direct. 

As the UK emerges from some of the most destructive 
winter floods on record, hundreds of roads across the 
country have been left saturated and crumbling, acceler¬ 
ating existing deterioration and creating the perfect con¬ 
ditions for a pothole plague. 


Warranty Direct managing director, David Gerrans, 
said: “With potholed stretches of road affecting many 
road users on a daily basis, there’s now real cause to cre¬ 
ate dedicated signage. Let’s give people a fighting chance 
of avoiding unnecessary garage bills or even personal in¬ 
jury. 

“If road signs can warn of falling rocks from above then 
why not craters from below? The average bill for pothole 
damage now runs at £247, so a sign only needs stop a 
couple of incidents to justify the expenditure. The em¬ 
barrassment will be for the Government in just how many 
signs need to be put up - there’s one pothole for every 
mile of road by some estimates.” 

As a result of the heavy rainfall damaging roads, cam¬ 
paign website Potholes.co.uk had more than 1500 pot¬ 
holes reported across the UK in January and February 
alone, by motorists who had either damaged their vehi¬ 
cles or were trying to warn others of the hazards. 

One site visitor reported hitting a submerged pothole 
whilst driving back from Elstead towards Puttenham. 
With rain water making the deep crater almost invisible, 
they drove through it cracking their alloy and bursting 
the tyre in the process.
